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The successful outcome of Insp. 
Moody's somewhat lengthy trip to the 
Pelly river by land from Edmonton is 
of great importance to the whole of 
Canada, and particularly to thig 
weatern part of the Territories. The 
events of the past twelve months have 
demonstrated that the Klondike is a 
permanent camp—so far as a placer 
camp can be permanent—and that 
it is the richest in the world at the 
present time. They have also demon- 
strated that there are scattered widely, 
on and amongst the various branches 
of the Yukon, other deposits than 
those of the Klondike, and of possibly 
in the aggregate, greater value. While 
the means of communication with the 
Klondike itself have been improved 
during the past summer to such an 
extent as to render the almost im- 
practicable trip of last year a mere 
pleasure excursion, and while as a 
result there has been much successful 
prospecting along this route and 
branching from it for short distances 
at several points, there yet remains 
the vast region on the upper waters 
of the Yukon outside the Lewes and 
Hootalinqua, which is for practicable 
purposes as yet inaccessible and 
must remain so unless some other 
route then that from the coast is 
opened to prospectors. The coast 
route necessarily means that tran- 
sport from the trunk line of that 
route wuat be by boat up stream on 
the Pelly and Stewart, ard their 
numerous tributaries, and must stop 
where boat navigation ends. Where- 
as itis a well established fact that 
the strikes are made on the gulches, 
and smal! streams, in most cases far 
above where they can be reached by 
boat; as witness the case of the so- 
called «londike diggings, which are 
not on the Klondike at all, but on its 
tributary creeks and small gulches 
emptying into them. The great 
necessity for the prospecting of by far 
the greater part—and what may be 
expected. to be the most valuable 
part—of the Yukon region is access 
by horses. This is now established 
as practicable. As also the pos- 
sibility of supplying the whole Yukon 
with beef from cattle driven in from 
the prairies. The government have 
done wel! to send this expedition 
through. It is a matter of the utmost 
interest to the Territories and to the 
development of the Yukon that the 
exploration made should be followed 
up by the improvement of the trail, 
during the coming season. 


THE MOODY EXPEDITION. 


Baptiste Pepin, of St. Albert, head 
packer on the Moody expedition, re- 
turned on Monday’s train from his 
long trip to the Yukon by the over- 
land route. 

The expedition left Edmonton on | 
Sept. 4th, of last year. The members 
were Insp. Moody, in command ; F. D. 
lafferty and H. §S. Tobin, engineers, 
Constable Fitrgerald, and R. Hardisty, 
and 5, Pepin, packers. Mr. Hardisty 
returned last falifrom Fort St. John. 
Mr. Tobin remained at Fort Selkirk. 
Messrs. Moody, Lafferty, Fitzgerald 
and Pepin reached Calgary on Sunday 
night last. 


The party reached the Pelly River 
at the site of Pelly Banks, H. B. post, 
the objective point ef the overland 
trail, about October lst. The horses 
were sent back from there with the 
guide to Sylvester’s Landing to winter. 
The party bought a canvas canoe aad 
started down the Pelly river. Ice 
began to run at the same time so that 
their trip down the river to Fort Sel- 
kirk was one of very considerable 
hardship and adventure. Finding the 
canoe too small they made a raft. 
Sometimes they were compelled to 
portage past ice jams. At last when 
about thirty miles from Selkirk they 
ran into a jam so extensive as to render 
portaging the canoe and supplies im- 
possible. They then cached the sup- 
plies and travelled to Fort Selkirk on 
foot, packing their food and bedding. 
They were about 10 days getting down 
the Pelly, 

At Selkirk they found the Lewes 
open and the steamers still running. 
All but Tobin, took the out bound 
steamer to White Horse. The con- 
necting steamer was not on hand and 
Moody and Pepin came onto the foot 
of Marsh lake inacanee. They met 
the steamer on their way down to 
White’ Horse. She picked up Lafferty 
and Fitzgerald there, and coming back 
brought the whole party to Lake Ben- 
nett. The White railway is now 
completed to the summit, twenty 


“Bennett, and many 
, steamer to Van- 

home completed the 
trip. 


At Houle river, a tributary of the 
Pelly, which enters from the south 
some 20 or 30 miles below the site of 
Pelly banks post, three prospectors 
were met who had came up from Fort 
Selkirk. They claimed to have good 
prospects. All the way down the 
Pelly many boats were seen along the 
banks showing that there were many 
prospectors along the river. On the 
way out Mr. Pepin saw a good many 
men who had made money in the 
Klondike, but all had made it ou! of 
selling rather than out of workiag 
claims. There was great excitemeut 
at the terminus of the White pass rail- 
way and at Skagway over the Atlin 
lake gold fields. 

The party reached Sylvester's Landing, 
on Dease river, about Sept. Ist. They 
were the first party on the trail. They 
remained five days, and during that 
time prospectors having about 500 pack 
horses came in, Most of them intend- 
ed to winter in that vicinity as itis a 
good. place for horses, and await the 
results of the efforts of the police party 
to reach Pelly river with horses. Mr. 
Pepin afterwards heard from a man 
ho had come out from Sylvester's by 
way of Wrangel, that prospectors with 
about forty horses had followed their 
party. 

From Sylvester's Landing to the 
Liard at the mouth of Dease river 
occupied six days. This was about 
the best travelling and the best horse 
feed onthe whole route. The Dease 
which flows northward to the Liard, 
was crossed to its west sideat Sylvest- 
er’s Landing. A crossing was made to 
the east side, about 25 miles below the 
Landing, and again to the west side at 
the mouth of Blue river. The Liard 
was crossed at the mouth of the Dease 
and was followed up on its east or 
north side to a point above the junc- 
tion of the Frances with the Liard. 
The travelling from the mouth of the 
Dease to Frances Jake was fairly good, 
but there was no trail, and a great 
deal of cutting had to be done. When 
Frances lake was reached, from there to 
the entrance of Finlayson river, the 
beach of the lake was followed. From 
Frances Jake to the Pelly the country 
was wooded, but there was abundant 
feed for horses, as there was all the 
way from Sylvester's Landing. There 
was not much hay to be seen, however. 

At Frances lake were a large number 
of prospectors who had come, some of 
them by trail from Ashcroft to Tele- 
graph Creek, and thence to Dease lake, 
and others by the Stikine route, From 
Dease lake they had built boats and 
gone down Dease river and up the 
Frances intending to winter at Frances 
lake and pull across to Pelly river dur- 
ing the winter. It was from one of 
these parties that Insp. Moody bought 
the canoe which he took down the 
Pelly. 

The trail from Fort Graham lay up 
the Findlay, and then up its north 
fork, ucross a low divide to the head 
waters of Black river. Thence down 
Black river to the Forks of that river 
where there was an abandoned H. B. 
outpost. The trail crossed the west 
branch of Black river, and leaving that 
river took westward over the divide to 
the Dease. The Black river seemed 
to offer good prospects for gold, but the 
members of the party did not have 
time to prospect, and they did not 
know what the parties who followed 
would do. 

The great difficulty the party had 
to fare on the way from Fort Graham 
was the necessity of cutting timber to 
let the pack horses through, as horses 
had never been used over the trails 
before. Some days they could only 
make two or three miles. In actual 
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travel the party was only 90 days’ 


from St. John to Pelly river. Now 
thatso many parties have been over 
the trail Mr. Pepin thinks it possible 
to reach Pelly river in three months 
travel from Edmonton.

BANQUET TO N. F. DAVIN, M. P. 

A complimentary banquet was given in 
honor of N. F. Davin, M.P., by his conserva- 
tive friends in Edmonton at the Queen’s 
hotel on Tuesday evening. Between thirt 
and forty of the leading conservatives 
Edmonton were present. (©. Gallagher, 
president of the conservative association, 
was ehairman. Although the affair was 
gotten up somewhat burriedly the spread 
was suct as to do credit to the caterers and 
give satisfaction to the . The first 
toast was ‘The Queen,” responded to by 
the singing of the national anthem. Song, 
‘Say Au Revoir,” 8. Larue. The toast of 
the evening was, ‘The House of Commons,” 
responded to by the guest of the evening. 
The BULLETIN a unable to give 4 full re- 
port of Mr. Davin’s speech. It is sufficient 
to Say thatit wasin his best and most 
pcturesque style. He began by expressing 
hit pleasure at being present and his sur- 
prise at the size, evident prosperity and 
beauty of situation: ef*Edmonton. He 
almost felt that an apology might be intro- 
duced on behalf of the toast he replied to. 
Within the %past 24 hours the peinful fact 
had been forced upon him that the govern- 
ment had not done its duty by Edmonton. 
A country such as nada required 
statemanship and government of rare abil- 
ity. From being what Goldwin Smith 
called ‘‘a ribbon stretching across the 
continent,” Canada had hecome a country 
of which every Canadian may well feel 
proud. The government which built up 
Canada since confederation should have 
some credit for this. He recounted the 
political history of Canada since confedera- 
tion, eulogizing Sir John Macdonald and 
“arrating the victories and adversities of 
the conservative cause. He accused Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier of promising protection to 
the manufacturers of the east and free trade 
to the farmers of the west. He attacked 
the minister ef public works and referred to 
the piers of the Edmonton bridge as the 
*‘ three daughters of misfortune who rai 
their uncrowned heads through the frosty 
air.” He also attacked the minister of in- 
terior in his most elaborate style. He 
stated the object of his visit to be the ‘re- 
organization of the conservative party in 
the west; and impressed upon his hearers 
the necessity of supporting only candidates 
who could be depended on to vote for the 
conservative party in all emergencies. His 
address occupied over two honrs in delivery 
and was trequently applauded. A song by 
Dr. McInnis, *‘A hot time in the old town.” 
followed. The toast ‘* Our hosts,” was re- 
sponded to by Neville White. Song, ‘‘ Our 
Jack’s came home to-day,” F. Beliveau.

WHEREAS it is expedient that there should be 
borrowed by the Muticipality of the Town of 
Edmonton the sum of $4,500 in order to pay the 
cost of acquiring Lots 2, 8, 4, 85, 36 and 37 in Block 
1, River Lot 10, in toe Town of Rdmoi:ton, and the 
buildings and improvements thereon, for the pur- 
poee of establishing thereon a Public Market. 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient that the indet- 
edness to be created by the proposed loan should be 
spread oyer 20 years. 


AND WHEREAS the amount of the whole rate- 
able property according to the last revised Assess- 
ment Kel! is $1,022,883.00, ; 


AND WHEREAS the existing debt of the Muni- 
cipality, outside the debt due fcr the current

Since the river became passable grain has 
been moving more freely, but low wheat 
prices and poor sleighing prevents any 
rush. A great deal of oats has been taken 
across the river from the warehouses on 
this side for shipment. 

Wheat is reported to have dropped 2c. 
Now 47c at the station and 44c in town. 

Oats 19¢ to 2ic for feed quality on the 
north side, 25c for milling at mill.

“THE BRITISH HOUSE OF COMMONS.”

QUALIFICATION OF VOTERS ON BY-LAW. 


Section 37 of ordinance 26th, of 1898, 
amending the municipal ordinance says : 

37. Section 231 is repealed and the follow- 
ing substituted : 

“‘Any ratepayer offering to vote on the 
by-law may be required by the deputy re- 
turniog officer or by any ratepayer entitled 
to vote on the by-law to make, before his 
vote is recorded, the following oath or 
affirmation, or any part therof, or to the 
effect thereof— 

‘You swear that you are of the full age 
of twenty-one years ; that you are the per- 
son named as in the voters’ list ; 
that you are a freeholder in your own right 
(or your wife 1s a freeholder) of real pro- 
perty within the municipality and rated on 
the last revised assessment roll as such 
freeholder for not less than $400; that you 
have not voted before on the by-law now 
before the electors ; that you have not di- 
rectly or indirectly received any reward or 
gift, nor do you expect to receive any, for 
the vote which you tender; (In the case 
of an unmarried woman or widow claiming 
to vote) that you are unmarried (ora widow 
as the case may be);”

For several winters past the coal business 
has been overdone ; consequently some of 
the mines were closed. ‘Che town had in- 
creased greatly iu population during the 
past summer. When the cold snap of last 
week set in everybody wanted coal, and 
they wanted it at once. The miners had made 
no calculation for such a great increase of 
business and were not ready for it. Besides 
several mines down the river which were 
worked last winter, and will be worked 
this winter, could not deliver coal on 
account of the condition of the river.
